tion districts of the county as is 
provided in the recent act of the 
state legislature providing for the 
scrapping of present voting lists. 
Today Winfield G. Horner, clerk 
to the commissioners, mailed letters 
to John P. Butt, Esq.. and G. It. 
Thompson, democratic and republi­ 
can county chairmen, respectively, 
notifying them that unless they sub­ 
mit recommendations for the ap­ 
pointments in each district by June 
19. 
Hie 
registration 
board 
(the 
county commissioners) will proceed 
to select men of their own choice. 
2 Registrars in Each District 
Two registrars will serve in each 
election district. 
One will be a re­ 
publican and the other a democrat. 
These registrars will sit on desig­ 
nated days in June, July and Au­ 
gust and list the voters who appear 
personally before them and sign 
registration cards. 
Voters who do 
not register will not be able to vote.

T hat verdict was returned by a coroner's jury Friday afternoon at 5 
o’clock following an inquest 
into the death of Samuel M. Stanton, negro 
proprietor of the Savoy taproom 
who was found dead in his own estab- 
meeting which , llshment early in the morning of Tuesday, May 4. 
• 
Rejecting the essential parts of the 
testimony of Dr. Henry Stewart, who 
reported a homicidal death after his 
autopsy on the afternoon of the 
shooting, the jury accepted the state 
police theory of suicide as the “only 
possible conclusion” in the words of 
Robert E. Tipton, former state po­ 
liceman, who was among the dozen 
witnesses called by Dr. Edgar A. 
Miller, Adams county coroner. 
Re-Con*tructs Scene 
Questioning of the witnesses be­ 
gan about 2:15 o'clock and was con­ 
cluded at 4:30 o’clock. 
The wit­ 
nesses w’ere queried by District At­ 
torney John P. Butt and a steno­ 
graphic record made of the entire 
proceedings. The inquest was con­ 
ducted 
in 
the 
Savoy 
dancehall, 
where Stanton was found IO days 
before. 
The testimony that clinched the 
suicide decision was that of Trooper 
Melvin L. Woodring, of the local 
substation, and Tipton.

HE great French etcher and painter, Forain, created a mighty master­ 
piece in his plate Pity.” It represents the body of Christ, just low­ 
ered from the cross that crushed his heart. 
His Mother Is bathing the 
wounds upon bis brow, where the thorns pierced. Another woman—per­ 
haps Mary Magdalene—is holding a basin of water in which the sponge 
has been dipped. 
A little distance away Is the bowed head of a man with his hands 
buried in his face—perhaps Joseph—but more likely a figure representing 
the pity of humanity that a vsoul so pure and noble had to be sacrificed 
upon the cross of ignorance. It Is a moving representation of what must 
have first stirred the heart of this unusual artist. 
Those to be pitied, however, were those who did not show in this etch­ 
ing--the ones who had led this Man of Sorrows to that lonely place—and 
| crucified him. 
, 
We pity the ones who suffer innocently—mothers who give their sons 
| to the greed of war. men who side-step honor and fair practices, and 
i these who trade their souls for messes of pottage. 
Also we pity those who deliberately choose Hie soft spots in life, or 
who deprive the weak or deserving of their rightful place in the sun, or of 
a decent chance to live their lives and be happy. And we pity the ones 
who have eyes to see—yet who choose to be blind.
